Hundreds of'thousands of dollars are lost annually by the 


fruit growers of Pennsylvania in planting varieties unsuited to 
their'latitude, soil, location and market, says Paul Thayer, 
extension pomologist, Pennsylvania State College. 
Much of 


the logs is due to the planting of novelties and the newer and 
tas-tried varieties. Frequently it is due to the planting of 
Varieties out of their latitude or on soil ill-adapted to the 
varieties chosen. 


Many mistakes could be avoided if the planter, before 


placing his order, would consult the best growers in his com-, 
munity, especially when the fruit is to be sold at a local or a 
roadside market, for the local grower is usually familiar, with 
the tastes of the consuming public and can advise in regard 
to the most popular varieties. In planting for wholesale mar- 
keting, where the fruit will compete with that from other states 
and dther parts of the state, the grower who is not sure of 
his ground would profit by submitting his list of varieties to 
fruit men at State College before closing his contract for the 
trees. This is especially true in the case of newer varieties, 
whose good points are known and emphasized by the nursery 
salesman) but whose weaknesses are not generally understood. 


At the Pennsylvania State College, the men who afe mak- 


ing a study of the varieties have an excellent varietal collectior 
with which to work. 
The observations made in the college 


orchards are continually supplemented by observations in or-

cbavds throughout the state and also by reports from other 
states.

Hundreds of'thousands of dollars are lost annually by the 


fruit growers of Pennsylvania in planting varieties unsuited to 
their'latitude, soil, location and market, says Paul Thayer, 
extension pomologist, Pennsylvania State College. 
Much of 


the logs is due to the planting of novelties and the newer and 
tas-tried varieties. Frequently it is due to the planting of 
Varieties out of their latitude or on soil ill-adapted to the 
varieties chosen. 


Many mistakes could be avoided if the planter, before 


placing his order, would consult the best growers in his com-, 
munity, especially when the fruit is to be sold at a local or a 
roadside market, for the local grower is usually familiar, with 
the tastes of the consuming public and can advise in regard 
to the most popular varieties. In planting for wholesale mar- 
keting, where the fruit will compete with that from other states 
and dther parts of the state, the grower who is not sure of 
his ground would profit by submitting his list of varieties to 
fruit men at State' College before closing his contract for the 
trees. This is especially true in the case of newer varieties, 
whose good points are known and emphasized by the nursery 
salesman) but whose weaknesses are not generally understood. 


At the Pennsylvania State College, the men who afe mak- 


ing a study of the varieties have an excellent varietal collectior 
with which to work. The observations made in the college 
orchards are continually supplemented by observations in or-
